A Contrast and A Moral. 


Lovers of London will have 
read with ipterest and gratifien- 
tion the article from the pen of 
Mr, John Reasich offering a stout 
defence to the onslaughts of those 
who would dfstort the city with 
elongated buildings of the sky- 
scraper type. New York's spec- 
ticular skyline has its appeal, but 
it is still to be hoped that the day 
is far nhead when London will 
present a similar appearance, The 
contrast between London and New 
York cannot be better illustrated 
than by the Jatest developments in 
the two citles in office construc- 
tion, And in the contrast Hes «a 
moral. In both capitals, the 
movement is towards larger units 
in offices, ag in industry ‘and in 
agriculture. Centralisation of all 
services in one building is seen to. 
make greatly for economy and 
efficiency. In London, Thames 
House is nearing compiction. In 
New York, the Empire State Build- 
ing has just been opened. Each 
is the biggest office-building in its 
own city. Yet, while Thames 
House has only eight storeys and 
roam for 3,000 workers, the Em- 
pire State Building has 102 storeys 
and a capacity for 25,000! There 
is a significance greater even than 
this contrast. The Empire State 
Building is a “record” skyseraper 
in a city of skyscrapers. Thames 
House represents the last word-in 
modern design in a city where 
Big [Businesy is still conducted 
mainly in over-crowded offices of 
n past age, The soaring of site 
values has caused American 
architecture to climb skyward In 
senrch of -economy and air. 
Similar conditions in London have 
caused new arens to be developed 
as business centres. The London 
architect has space to move his 
building. Whoreas the Empire 
State Building is built’on the site’ 
ofthe Waldorf Astorin Hotel, 
Thames House stands on the an- 
cient Thorney Isle. But its, posi- 
tion gives fit a‘frontage of nearly’ 
200 yards along the Thames. It 
therefore enjoys an abundance of 
air, light and, above all, a poage

-Some Points on the Taxation ‘of British 
Motor | Motor ‘Transport. 


Rumours are current that new 
burdens will be placed’ on the 
British motorist in the Budget. 
Evon {f these rumours prove to be 
false the melancholy fact remains 
that of the great, civilized, and 
progressive nations, Grent Britain 
is in the worst position as regards 
taxation of mechanical rond 
transport. 

Taxation ean be bad, in two 
ways: one, by reason of the 
amount of the tax imposed on an 
article; and two, the method 
by which it Is levied, - Under both 
counts Grent Britain shows up 
disgracefully, writes “R.P. H. ” to 
n Home motoring journal.

{4 to find out. the average amount 
of revenue obtained per taxnble 
unit. Applying ‘this to motor 
tuxation we take the total mene

It shall be lawful for the Super- 

intendent, with the consent of the, 
Governor, to allocate for the uae 
of any club, association. or bady 
for suciy purposes and for such 
period us the Governor may ‘think 
fit any part or parts of: the 
Garden, and to permit any part so 
allocated to be enclosed. or fenced 
off In such manner as the Super- 
intendent may direct. 
. Notice’ of the allocntion of any 
part of the Garden forthe use of. 
any club, association or body shall 
he posted by the Superintendent 
in some conspicuous part of the 
Garden, and such notice shall 
state the purposes for which the 
allocated part may be used. 

An allocated part of the Garden 
shall be used only for the purposes 
specified’ in the notice of alloca. 
tion posted by the Superintendent, 
and shall be used only by the ctub, 
association or body for whose use 
the allpeation ia made, 

In these. resulations “the 
Superintendent’ moans the Super. 
intendent of the Botanical and 
Foresty Department,

DEVELOPMENT PLANS. 


HOW ‘COLONIAL NEEDS ARE 
- BEING MET. 


London, June 12. 

The second intovim repart of the 
Colonial Development Advisory 
Committee, Issued as a White 
Paper, shows — that assistance 
amounting to over £1,600,000 has 
been recommended towards a great 
variety of development schemes, of 
which the total catimated cost Is 
over £3,500,000. . 

Regarding the economic dif- 
flculties which British Guiana and 
certain West Indian islands have 
encountered through the 
munerntive price of sugar, the 
report says that in discriminating 
among various applications which 
huve reached them. from these 
quarters, the comniittee have felt 
bound, -in view of the international 
sugar position,’ to reject those 
which envisaged direct assistance 
to the sugar = industry, and also 
such ae were apparently designed 
merely as measures of relief, 

They, however, have extended 
liberal encouragement to a number 
of schemes for promoting the cul- 
tivation and. marketing of alterna- 
tive crops, such as riee, in British 
Guiana, fresh fruit and vegetables 
in the Lesser Antilles, and bananas 
in Jamalen—-British Wireless,

ALLEGED FRAUD. 


MAN WHO WANTED PASSAGES 
TO. FRANCE, . 


“How a Chineso was suspected 
of fraud on farmers down ftom 
Wenchow, after bringing them to 
Hongkong and promising to buy 
thom tickets to France, was un- 
folded before Mr. Grantham, at 
the Kowloon Mayistracy yesterday 
afternoon. 

The defendant, Chan Hok-ming, 
was first charged with having con- 
verted to his own use a sum. of 
$250 entrusted to hini by ‘Lam: Yat- 
chi to buy his Passage to France. 

The second vharge against him 
ws of having on May 12, at the 
Mesgageries Maritimes office, un- 
lawfully had- possession of a false 
PRssport, and he wa thirdly 
charged with having on ‘the same 
day obtained a pansnge to France 
for the first complainant from the 
same office by presenting a false 
passport, : 

Another man, 


Sing Kan-sam, 


wis aldo charged with having pos- 


ed aso police officer and having 
tried to prevent the arrest of the 
first defendant, ‘ 
Outlining the charges, Detec- 
tive Sergeant Fitehes said that 
the firs complainant with a num- 
ber of others was sent down to 
Hongkong by the defendant's 
brother from Wenchow, to obtain 
tickets to France through the first 
defendant, The complainant. ar- 
rived’ on April 28 and was met on 
bowl by an agent of the defend- 
ant and taken to No, 33, Wai Ching 
Street, where he met the defend- 
ont, and also a number of other 
Wenchow men who had ulso come 
down, The defendant aatd he 
would get complainant’s ti¢ket for 
him and asked for S260 for the 
passage money nnd S120 for the 
passport. The camplatnant gave 
R260 and said he would give the 
money for the passport after he 
had obtained the ticket. 

The defendant then went to the 
MM, office, where he works aan 
canvasser for passengers, and pre. 
sented the passport. The clerk 
would give evidence to the effect 
that he had given the defendant 
passage ticket made out in the 
name of the complainant, 


Did not Get Ticket. 

On the morning of May 12 tho 
defendant appeared at the offier 
and got the passports for all the 
men includiny that of the com- 
pluinant, with their tickets en- 
closed, He paid $226 for each. 
He touvk them away to hand them 
over to the’ various passengers, 
He had previously instrueted the 
compliinant to wait for him on 


the General Metzinger which was 
to sai] on that day. The com- 
plainant waited there until twenty 
minutes beforo the boat ‘sailed, 
and then a man named Hong came 
up with his passport and ‘said the 
defendant would come in a few 
minutes with the ticket. The com- 
Plainnant waited, but the defend- 
ant did not come, and as a result 
he had ‘to come off the -bont, 

He immediately went to No: 32, 
Wal Ching Street and asked for 
the defendant. Hong met him 
tind told him that the defendant 
had lost the .ticket. The com- 
plainunt handed Hong his pass- 
port and said he would get an- 
other ticket. Hong saw the de- 


Tfendant and was told by him te 


Ko to the M. M., office and report 
the Joas of the ticket. : 

Three or four days Inter the de- 
fondant went to the office and 
asked) for avrefund of the lost 
ticket or for nnother. He was 
told by the clerk that Inquiries 
would be first made. He went 
away, and from that ‘day was con- 
tinually putting the complainant 
off, 


On May = 27 a number of the 
farmers suspected that the defen- 
dant waa swindling them. They 
went to where the defendant lived 
and saw a number of rickshas out- 
side, On entering they anw the 
defendant and his wife getting 
ready to leave, A quarrel en- 
sued, during which the wife got 
away. The police arrived and 
took all the men to the station, 

Inquiries were then made, and 
it was found that the. passport 
which the defendant had tendered 
the offlee in the name of the com. 
plainant was uw false one. It had 
been issued by the Public Safety 
Burenu in Canton, but had not 
been made out in the complain- 
ant’s name. 

As regards the second defend- 
ant, the Sergeant stated that he 
tried to prevent the arrest of the 
defendant by posing aa a poliee 
officer, 

Two Charges Dismissed. 

After hearing the evidence of the 
clerk, who said that the office had 
received a cable three weeks later 
that the lost ticket could be renew- 
ed, and the evidence of the com- 
plainant, Mr, Grantham dismissed 
the first: chia remarking that if 
it had not been for the impatience 
of the complainant, the defendant 
would have got him the ‘ticket. 

The third charge was also dip- 
missed. the Magistrate remarking: 
that the main inducement was the 
$250 and not the passport. 

After further evidence had been 
heard with regard to the other two 
charges, the first defendant was re- 
manded for a week on a bail of 
$250; while the secund defendant 
was discharged. :
